Little Kriown Tribes In

REV.: DESTERHAFT'S LECTURE 
“Missionary Work Among: the 
Tung Tribesmen™ was the ,aub- 
' ject of a lecture given yesterday 
afternoon by the Rev. A,'F. 
'. Desterhaft, .a missionary’’ who 
hasbeen working among the 
Tung tribe for several years. 
The Tung tribespegple are a 
primitive . people who live in the 
mountainous, regions. of northern 
Kwangs{ ‘and squthern Kweichow 
Provinces... They have ‘practices 
und customs which are entirely dif- 
ferent from those of the Chinese, 
“ind. they have a language which 
has-not been reduced to writing. 
One of the distinguishing character- 
“.isties of the Tung tribesmen is 
thei manner of dress, particularly 
at festival times, when the women- 
folk weigh themselves down, with 
silver ornaments. _ ‘ 
There js now # real ‘spiritual 
awakening umong the tribespeonle, 
and.wherever the missionary goes 
‘he meets with friendly tribesmen, 
who invite him to spend the night 
‘dn the huts‘ and hovels in which. the 
tribespeople live. On,these ocen- 
‘sions friends and neighbours gather 
‘in, and around the ,-campfire, the 
missidnary tells the Gospel - story. 
The Rev, Desterhaft illustrated 
his leeture by’ using lantern’ alides, 
which were the first pictures to be 
shown of the Tung tribesmen of 
Kwangai Province. Mr. Desterhaft, 
together with his family, has. been 
doing pioneer work among the 
‘Tung tribespeople, and drew from 
his rich store of knowledge in 
presenting the needa of the tribas- 
people of Kwangai. ;
